The basement of the building is at

This requires only a small 


par!, of this floor, and it is hoped to 
later induce a canning plant to come 
to tills city and use this portion of 
the b u i l d i n g for their factory, it be- 
ing ciiiito suitable for this purpose. 
Tin- first floor ot the plant is where 
the: barrels are made, the front par 
of tho b u i l d i n g being used for this 
purpose. 
Making a barrel is quite a

The Ruse That Worked 


Stories of the Greatest 
Cases in the Career of 
Thomas Furlong, the Fa-

"WOULD YOU

STANDING BY YOUR BOILER TO GET 


WARMED?" 


The ruse which I am about to de- 


scribe wa=> perpetrated b> me at the 
time when 1 was chief of police of Oil 
City, Pa., and re&ultud m the appre- 
hension of an anonymous letter-writer. 
The case was more serious than that, 
however, for the property of a number 
of men, valued at several hundred 
thousand dollars, and the lives of an 
entire city as well, were imperiled 


One cold winter morning in the 


month of February I received a visit 
from a gentleman named Sain Ackert. 
Mr. Ackert was well known m the dis- 
trict, being the owner of a large oil 
lease, on the Towles farm, as it was 
called, situated upon the Plummer 
road, to the northeast of Oil City, and 
m Venango county 


Mr. Acktrt was considered to be at 


that time one of the largest oil oper- 
ators In the district. He was operat- 
ing from twelve to fifteen oil wells, all 
of which were producing large quan- 
tities ot oil. 
Some of it was being 


pumped while others were flowing 
wells . Ono of the latter lurid was 
producing as much as four hundred 
barrels a day, and at that time crude 
oil was se'hng at the well for about 
eight dollars a barrel 


Ackert employed a large number of 


men to attend to the wells and to look 
after his general interests. 
Some of 


these men were employed as en- 
gineers, being generally known in the 
oil regions as pumpers. To operate 
each well two of these pumpers were 
required, each man working for 12 
hours at a stretch 
Their work was 


divided into watches, and men who 
were so employed usually lived in 
houses or shanties adjacent to the 
wells at which they were employed. 


The cause of Mr. Ackert's visit to 


me was that some months previously 
he had received a threatening letter 
in his mall. It stated that unless he 
would discharge his superintendent, a 
man named Joseph Sullivan, and thor- 
oughly competent and trustworthy, 
the- property would be destroyed by 
fire or by other methods. Mr. Ackert 
paid no attention to this letter, which 
was followed in the course of time by 
thjee others of the same threatening 
character, each one being anonymous, 
and each demanding the discharge of 
tha superintendent, Sullivan. 
The 


three letters followed each other at 
intervals of four or five days. As Sul- 
li>jin was not only a competent man 
bui thoroughly reliable and of good 
character as well, Mr. Ackert paid no 
attention to these letters, but laid 
th&m aside In his desk 


.4. short time after the receipt of the 


las' anonymous letter one of Mr. Ack- 
erf.j oil tanks, containing at the time 
frojn four to five hundred barrels of 
cnyle oil, was emptied one night, at 
atsme between midnight and daylight, 
by some person who had gone to the 
tnn?j and opening what was known as 
the lower faucet. 
This faucet, which 


•was two inches in diameter, entered 
the rank at a point about six inches 
abov<* the bottom 
It was placed 


thert for the purpose of drawing off 
the Sftjt water at the bottom of the oil. 
All oil wells in that locality which did 
not flc.'S1 but were operated by pump- 
ing pr^uced a certain percentage of 
salt water, which came up with the 
oil out at the ground. Salt water be-

settled to the bottom of the tank, and 
for this reason, when the tank had 
become nearlj nlled with the mixture, 
it was the duty of the men employes 
as pumpers to open the salt water 
faucet at the bottom of the tank and 
let the salt water escape through it, 
the oil thus settling down and making 
room for a fresh influx above. 


On the night when this tank was 


emptied in the manner described, 
there was about three feet of snow 
on the ground The w eather was cold, 
and the snow had been heaped up 
around the tank by the wind, so that 
it was piled about four feet above the 
salt water faucet at the bottom The 
constant drawing off of the salt water 
had thoroughly saturated the ground 
for a space of two or three square 
feet under the faucet, and the ground 
was soft and muddy, since the satu- 
rated earth would not freeze on ac- 
count of tho large quantities of salt 
which had intermingled with the dirt 
Salt and tnow form a muddj slush 
which does not harden 


When the faucet was opened the salt 


water ran out, followed by the total 
contents of oil 
within 
the tank, 


amiKinting, as has been stated, to four 
or five hundred barrels. 
This oil, 


which was highly inflammable, even 
m its crude state, ran down into a 
ravine, which was thickly dotted with 
oil wells, partly belonging to Mr. Ack- 
ert and partly to other producers, for 
the distance of more than a mile Had 
this stream, in the course of its jour- 
ney, reached any of the fires that 
were under the boilers of the pump- 
ing stations, it would instantly have 
been converted into a fiery river, car- 
rjing destruction all along the mile 
of its course, destroying hundreds of 
thousands of dollars' w orth of property, 
and probably sacrificing many lives 


Mr. Ackert called upon me on the 


morning after this Recurrence. 


"I have not the "slightest idea who 


was dastardly enough to commit this 
malicious act," he said 
"I am not 


aware that I have an enemy on 
earth " 


He begged me to use all possible ef- 


forts to discover who the person was 
and to bring him to justice 
He then 


told of having received the anonymous 
letters, which he laid before me. I at 
once perceived that they were all writ- 
ten upon the samo brand of paper, In 
a legible and penmanlike manner, and 
evidently by the same hand and pen 


By the end of the third day of my 


investigations, I had hit upon a clue 
Joseph Sullivan, the superintendent, 
had employed two engineers whose 
names were George and Henry Book 
George was a young man, married, 
and living m a cottage on the leased 
property, near the well 
Henry, his 


brother, was single, and lived with 
George and his wife 
They were both 


employed on the same well as pump- 
ers. 
George, who was employed on 


the day watch, was considered a very 
good engineer and a reliable man, 
while his younger brother, Henry, 
though known to be competent and en- 
ergetic, "was not nearly so reliable. 
He had been found asleep while on 
duty by Superintendent Sullivan on 
various occasions, for which he was 
several times reprimanded, and finally 
discharged from the service.

So equipped I 
left Oil City, passing unrecognized 
through the streets by reason of my 
costume, and walked thiough the dark- 
ness and bitter cold to the pumping 
house on the Ackeit property, where I 
•irnved a few minutes atter nine m 
the evening. 


Inside the pumping house George 


Book was seated alone in a large easy 
chair, close to the boiler, which was 
fired and well lighted with natural 
gas, and was kept warm and neat 
He was reading a novel when I en- 
tered. 


The engine house was located only

I guess they will get a doctor, too 
What is worrying me most just now 
is that I cannot write with my left 
hand, and I want to write a letter 
You see, my folks live at Fort Erie, 
Canada, which is just across the Ni- 
agara river, opposite Buffalo 
I have 


been saving my money and sending it 
to my people at Fort Erie, and they 
have it all deposited in a bank at 
Buffalo, to my credit. I have several 
hundred dollars there, and If I could 
only write a letter tonight and mail 
it on the early morning tram tomor- 
row morning, it would reach Fort 
Erie tomorrow night 
My friends 


could then send me all the money I 
need, which I would receive the day 
after tomorrow at Petroleum Center." 


George Book was thoroughly taken 


off guard. 


"I am a pretty good penman and 


would be glad to. write the letter for 
you," he answered. This, as a matter 
of fact 
I knew already, for I had 


learned that George Book was a good 
scholar, having been s. country school 
teacher some years before in his na- 
tive county, Crawford county, Pennsyl- 
vania 
He was also considered an ex- 


tia good penman. At the same time,

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SEAS NOT LIKELY TO DRY UP 


Scientist Points Out Why 
Such a 


Thing Is Beyond the Realm of 


Possibility. 


Will the seas ever be displaced from 


their areas on the surface 
of the 


globe? The question is dealt with in 
a paper by £. de Launay, reprinted in 
the annual report of the Smithsonian 
Institution. He writes: 


"It is not likely that the seas can 


ever be lacking on the earth, at least 
nojt until the day when the earth be- 
comes only an extinct and frozen globe. 
It does not seem, in fact, that the loss 
in water could be very great at the 
surface. 
Granting that to n certain 


depth there surely do not exist empty 
cavities in which this water could be 
engulfed, 
it 
can 
disappear 
only 


through chemical reaction by yielding 
its oxygen to the oxidation of rocks, 
while the hydrogen escapes into the 
heights of the atmosphere. 


"But this is a much-restricted phe- 


nomenon compared with the immense 
volume of the seas which, if spread all 
over the earth, would form a mantle 
of water three, kilometers thick, and 
which even now covers three-quarters 
ot the land. The- oxidations, to bo ef- 
fectual, must become more and more 
limited by,, the fact that the region of 
the crust where they act would not 
exceed GO kilometers. 
On the con- 


trary, it is even very possible that vol- 
canism and certain thermal springs 
•may furnish at the surface some new 
water, fresh, never having seen the 
light."

at a point about twenty miles north 
of Franklin this freight train collided 
with another tram and in the wreck 
Henry 
Bock was killed instantly, 


while George was so badly hurt that 
he died the following day. 


This was the ending of the Book 


case, which occupied in all only six

oil regions as pumpers.

hours at a stretch. 
Their work was j

welts at which they were employed. 


The cause of Mr. Ackerfs visit to 


me was that some months previously j 
he had receivd a threatening letter j 
In his mall, 
It stated that unless he i 


would discharge his superintendent, a 
man named Joseph Sullivan, and thor- 
oughly 
competent 
and 
trustworthy, 


the property would bo destroyed by 
tiro or by other methods. 
Mr. Ackert 


paid no attention to this letter, which 
was followed In tho course of time by 
throe others of the same threatening 
character, each one being anonymous, 
nrxil each demanding the discharge of 
ttta superintendent, Sullivan. 
The 


three letters followed each other at 
inXBrvals of four or five days.

settled to the bottom of the tank, and 
for tills reason, when the tank had 
become nearly filled with the mixture, 
it was tho duty of the men employee 
list pumpers to open the salt water 
faucet at the bottom of tho tank and 
let the salt water escape through it. 
the oil thus settling down and making 
room for a fresh Influx above. 


On the night when this tank was 


emptied 
in 
the 
manner described, 


there was about three feet of snow 
on tho ground. Tho weather was cold, 
and 
the snow had been heaped UP 


around the tank by the wind, so that 
it was piled about four feet above the 
!>alt water faucet at the bottom. The 
constant drawing off of tho salt water 
had Ihoroiighly saturated tin; ground 
for a space of two or three square 
feet under the faucet, and the ground 
was soft and muddy, since the satu- 
rated earth would not freeze on ac- 
count of tho large r;uantitlos of salt 
w h i c h had intermingled with the dirt. 
Salt and s'aow form a muddy slush 
which does not harden. 


When the faucet was opened the salt 


water ran out, followed- by the total 
contents 
of 
oil 
within 
the 
tank, 


amounting, as lias been stated, to four 
or 
live hundred barrels. 
This oil, 


which was highly inflammable, even 
in its crude state, ran dosvu into a 
ravine, which was thickly dotted with 
oil weils, partly belonging to Mr. Ack- 
ert and partly to other producers, for 
the distance of more than a mile. Had 
this stream, in the course of its jour- 
ney 
readied any of the fires that 


were under the boilers of the pump- 
ing stations. It would instantly have 
been converted into a fiery river, car- 
rying destruction all along the mile 
of its course, destroying hundreds of 
thousands of dollars' worth of property, 
and probably sacrificing many lives.

They plow- through The alkali 
dust up to the hubs, they jolt over the roeky 
places, they flounder through the sandy wastes (lint 
grind the bearings, and they puff "thiough the 
mountain passes. Thej go anywhere the mule will 
go, and thej get there in better time. 


Wlnlo the long trail from Columbus to Nami- 


quipa is lined with the carcasses of mules and 
horses, the auto trucks go rumbling on in their' 
work of keeping the field arm.v supplied with food 
and ammunition. They perform 
n;r»- miracles 


upon every new emergency. 


There aie several hundred auto trucks at the 


armj base at Columbus 
On a pinch those trucks 


could move an entire brigade in one day twice as 
tar a* all the horses and mules in the world could 
move it. This is true, despite the fact that many 
of the trucks are badly racked because of bail 
driving. 


Not only does the successful test of the auto 


Truck spell the passing of the mule tram. 
It 


t-Jso means the passing of cavulr.v, the most pic- 
unesque braneh of the service. Even cavalry olh- 
ceis in the punitive expedition will admit' that 
three or four auto trucks will get a company ot 10- 
f.mtrj twice as far on a forced march as the best- 
mounted troop of cavalry eould travel. 


Cavalry charges nre rare in these days of rapid- 


fire rifles and machine guns. The horses are used 
only to get the men to the front, where thej op- 
erate as infautrj. When the gasoline-fed mounts 
can get them there so much faster than the noises, 
it begins to look bad for the cavahy hors-e. 


The United States army of the near future will 


travel extensively on gasoline. There will be few 
more heart-breaking infantry hikes, and there w i l l 
be few- more wild cavalry rides, leaving in their 
wake dead and dying horses. Even field artillery 
can be carried by the auto trucks. 


AH of this should have been realized before. One

The auto truck has passed the 


stern test. 


For the present the auto truck trains with the 


army in Mexico are not working under any dehnite 
system. The organization of the truck train of the 
United States army has not been decided upon. 
Neither has the type of tnuck to be used in the' 
organization been decided upon. 
Captains and 


lieutenants are busy taking notes as to net mile- 
age and gasoline requirements; also, as to stability 
and reliability of the different makes of trucks in 
the service.

The others are chaut- 
feurs of all soits, adventurers trom all over the 
country, college men in search of experience, and 
even ex-taxir-ab drivers from New- York city.

shot up.

valuable trains of lood and ammunition, longin- 
to pounce upon them, but they refmined. A well- 
ordered truck train could get into battle formation 
In a few minutes, end the Springfield rifles would 
be covering every point of attack very effectively.

will go. Also, the pride of the cavalry will be 
trailed in the gasoline-scented dust of the auto- 
truck tram.

upon every new L'uiergency. 


There are several hundred auto trucks at the 


army base at Columbus. On a pinch those trucks 
could move an entire brigade in one day twice as 
far as ail the horses and mules In tile world could 
luovi; it. This is true, despite tho fact that many 
of tlu; trucks are badly racked because of bad 
driving. 
: 


Not only does the successful test of the auto 


truck speil the passing of tho mule train. 
It 


t-.lso means the passing of cavalry, the most pic- 
uirosque braneh of the service. Kvcn cavalry olii- 
ci.-rs in the punitive expedition will admit that 
three or four auto trucks will get a company of in- 
fantry twice as far on n forced march as the best- 
mounted troop of cavalry could travel. 


Cavalry charges are rare in these days of rapid- 


fire rilles and machine guns. 
The horses nre used 


oniy lo get tho men to tho front, where they op- 
p r t s f e :is Infantry. When tho gasoline-fed mounts 
can get them there so much faster than tho horses, 
it biigius to look bad for the cavalry horse. 


The United States army oC the near future will 


travel extensively on gasoline. There will be few 
more heart-breaking infantry hikes, nrul there will 
be few more wild cavalry rides. leaving in their 
wake dead and dying horses. 
Even field artillery 


can be carried by the auto trucks. 


All of this should have been realized before. One 


of the lasting benefits of the punitive expedition 
will (>e the moderiii/,iug o-L' the military transpor- 
tation brunch. 
The auto truck has passed the 


stern test. 


For tin; present the auto truck trains with the 


army in Mexico are not working under any definite 
system. Tin; organization ot the truck train of the 
United Slates army lias not been decided 
upon. 


Neither has the type of truck to bo used in the 
organization been decided upon. 
Captains and 


lieutenants are busy taking notes as to net mile- 
age and gasoline requirements ; also, as to stability 
iitul reliability of tho different makes of trucks in 
the service. 


The drivers are a mixed lot. Some are regular 


army enlisted men, detailed to drive the type of 
truck tentatively adopted. 
The others arc chauf- 


feurs of all sorts, adventurers from all over the 
country, college men in search of experience, mid 
even px-tnxicab drivers from New York city. With 
some of the trucks under probation are men from 
the factories. 


It Is a more picturesque body than any as- 


semblage of mule .skinners. 
The typos are more 


varied and the views upon things in general are 
more in!cresting. 
Moreover, the army chauffeur 


in the aggregate is naturally more intelligent than 
the mule skinner, whose ciosr: association with the 
mule has given him some of the traits oi' that noble 
animal. 


To the average army chauffeur the stolid-looking, 


lumbering auto truck is a beautiful and a living 
thing. 


On the road to Namiquipn I listened to a colored 


sergeant of the N i n t h cavalry who had been de- 
iailefl to drive a live-ton truck. He was addressing 
his vehicli1. 


"Yes, .P.etsy, old girl," he was saying, "Ah knows 


that this liere cheap government gasoline ain't ihe 
proper nourishment for a high-toned lady truck 
like you. But when we gets to Corallitas Ah'in go- 
ing to put some of that nice cool spring water in 
your radiator. That'll freshen you up a whole lot, 
Betsy. 


"Does you-all want a little more oil in your bear- 


ings, Bersy? 
Jf you does, .it's' say so. 'Tain't no 


trouble at all for me. Ah jes' thought you might, 
because your pretty engine was-breathing a little 
hard on that last hill. All don't want any of them 
fresh New York chauffeurs to think you was com- 
plaining, Betsy, because me and you knows that 
you don't complain." 


Tho colored trooper adjusted some pink and 


green ribbon which was tied to the truck radiator. 
The whistle- of the truck master blew. 
The ser- 


geant whirled the crank, listened solicitously for 
an instant to his motor, and swung Betsy into line 
w i i h her mates.

Fennimore—Through the generosity 


of William Marsden, whose death oc- 
curred recently, the village of Fenni- 
more is the recipient of a legacy. 
Practically the entire estate is be- 
queathed by Mr. Marsden to the com- 
munity in which he passed the greater 
part o£ his life. Throughout the whole 
document Mr. Marsden evidently had 
in mind the children of the community 
whom it is his desire to help in gain 
ing an education as well as furnishing 
a playground spitable for the proper 
development of their bodies.

"Trench Dreams" of Wounded. 


That the howors of trench warfare, 


with its sudden alarms at night, the 
bursting of shells and the burying of 
men by mine explosions, have a last- 
ing effect on the men who undergo 
them is the conclusion reached by Dr. 
E. Murray Auer of Philadelphia, Pa., 
who for some time was attached to 
the twenty-second general hospital of 
the British expeditionary force. 


In a paper which was read before 


the Philadelphia Neurological society, 
Dr. Auer gave the results of his obser- 
vations. 


In practically all of the cases which 


were observed by Dr. Auer the sol- 
diers received no appreciable physical 
injury, the effect being purely mental. 
One such instance cited by the phy- 
sician was found in & boy 19 years 
old. This boy had been for three days 
under a sustained and heavy shell fire. 
At the end of that time he was threat- 
ened by his sergeant with court-mar- 
tial for sleeping while on sentry duty. 
This led to an examination and the 
sending of the boy to the hospital. 
He was in a stupor for 10 days. The 
same was true of another soldier who 
had seen his chum blown to pieces. 


During the time of their coma, 


which in some cases lasted more than 
a week, the soldiers gave the impres- 
sion that they again were living 
through the experiences which had 
caused the stupor to come on. This 
was evidenced by their terrified ex- 
pressions. They couched, started and 
stared wildly when spoken to. One 
such man rose from his bed in the 
middle of the night and recited in a 
one-sided conversation his experience 
of a charge and burial by a mine ex- 
plosion, and then relapsed into his 
stuporous state. 


jSnother result of shock, according 


to Dr. Auer's observations, is a con- 
tinued shaking of the entire body, ac- 
companied by various pains and un- 
usually severe headaches. 
In some 


cases this shaking has been observed 
to last several* days, and evea weeSis, 


although in most instances its dura- 
tion is a few hours. In one instance 
this trembling came after a soldier 
had twice been buried in a mine ex- 
plosion, had been'through a charge 
and under heavy bombardment in a 
trench and finally was hit by a piece 
of rock, which, while not injuring him, 
knocked him down. In his case the 
tremor of the head was marked, and 
lasted for some time. 


Temporary loss of memory is a com- 


mon thing with the men who have 
been through some extremely trying 
period or who have suffered a sudden 
Ehock. In such instances the recov- 
ery of memory is as sudden as its loss. 
One such soldier, after being .near a 
shell which .exploded, could remember 
nothing that happened to him until he 
came to himself, walking along a 
lane, some time later. Another man 
in the hospital thought himself back 
in the trenches and became violent, 
moving his cupboard about as though 
it were a machine gun and pointing 
it at his enemies. When he suddenly 
returned to a normal state he could 
remember nothing of his experience. 


One of the most common, and at the 


same time most pitiful, of the many 
mental results of the struggle is the 
inability to sleep soundly, and recur- 
rence of so-called trench dreams. It 
was not uncommon, Dr. Auer said, to 
see soldiers start from their beds in 
the middle of the night, crying out 
and weeping, the bodies bathed in 
perspiration as they dreamed of being 
buried under debris following a mine 
explosion and of losing the trench in 
a fog and being unable to get back. 


The fear which is commonly found 


is not the kind which a layman would 
expect. The soldiers do not fear in- 
jury io themselves. They are rather 
afraid of doing something wrong, a 
fear of an emergency in which one 
may fail or lose the confidence of his 
comrades. In one instance the~patient 
was afraid to go to sleep for fear he- 
would not awake,- One man -wlio had 


the men therp. 
With this last pur- 


pose in view I entered the wood to 
descend the hill, but bad hardly done 
so when I caught sight of you in the 
moonlight, and remained there hidden, 
watching your movements with hor- 
ror. 
I saw you go straight to the 


body, assure yourself tlie man was 
dead; then return to the Mission house 
and enter your room by way of the 
kitchen roof. 
Do you realize what 


your actions naturally meant to me?" 


I stared at him, scarcely able to 


speak, yet in 
some 
way my lips 


formed words. 


"You—you thought I did it?" 
"What else could I think? You 


were hiding there; you examined the 
body; you crept secretly In through 
the window and gave no alarm." 


Tht> horror of it all struck me like 


a blow, and I covered my eyes with 
my hands, no longer able to restrain 
my sobs.

"Trench Dreams" of Wounded. 


That the horrors of trench warfare, 


with its sudden alarms at night, the 
bursting of shells and the burying of 
men by mine explosions, have a last- 
ing effect on the men who undergo 
them is the conclusion reached by Dr. 
E. Murray Auer of. Philadelphia, Pa., 
who for some time was attached to 
the twenty-second general hospital of 
the British expeditionary force. 


In a paper which was read before 


the Philadelphia Neurological society, 
Dr. Auer gave the results of his obser- 
vations. 


In practically all oE the cases which 


were observed by Dr. Auer the sol- 
diers received no appreciable physical 
injury, tho effect being purely mental. 
One such instance cited by the phy- 
sician was found in a' boy 19 years 
old 
This boy had been for three days 


under a sustained and heavy shell fire. 
\t the end of that time he was threat- 
ened by his sergeant with court-mar- 
tial for sleeping while on sentry duty. 
This led to an examination and the 
sending of the boy to the hospital. 
He was in a. stupor for 10 days. The 
same was true of another soldier who 
had seen his chum blown to pieces. 


During the 
time 
of their coma, 


which in some cases lasted more than 
a week, the soldiers gave the impres- 
sion 
that they again were living 


through the experiences which had 
caused' the stupor to come on. 
This 


was evidenced by their terrified ex- 
pressions. They couched, started and 
stared wildly when spoken to. 
One 


such man rose from his bed in the 
middle of the night and recited in a. 
one-sided conversation his experience 
of a charge and burial by a mine ex- 
plosion, and then relapsed Into his 
stuporous state. 


Another result of shock, according 


to Dr. Auer's observations, is a con- 
tinued shaking of the entire body, ac- 
companied by various pains and un- 
usually severe headaches. 
In some 


cases this shaking has been observed 
to last several-days, and even weeia. 


although in most instances its dura- 
tion is a few hours. In one instance 
this trembling came after a soldier 
had twice been buried in a mine ex- 
plosion, had been' through, a charge 
and under heavy bombardment in a 
trench and finally was hit by a. piece 
of rock, which, while not injuring him, 
knocked him down. In his case the 
tremor o£ the head was marked, and 
lasted for some time. 


Temporary loss of memory is a com- 


mon thing with the men who have 
been through some extremely trying 
period or who have suffered a sudden 
shock. In such instances the recov- 
ery of memory is as sudden as its loss.. 
One such soldier, after being .near a 
shell which .exploded, could remember 
nothing that happened to him until he 
came to himself, walking 
along a 


lane, some time later. 
Another man 


in the hospital thought himself back 
in the trenches and became violent, 
moving his cupboard about as-though 
it were a machine gun and pointing 
it at his enemies. When he suddenly 
returned to a normal state he could 
remember nothing of his experience. 


One of the most common, and at the 


same time most pitiful, of the many 
mental results of the struggle is the 
inability .to sleep soundly, and recur- 
rence of so-called trench dreams. 
It 


was not uncommon, Dr. Auer said, to 
see soldiers start from their beds in 
the middle of the night, crying out 
and weeping, the bodies bathed, in 
perspiration as they dreamed of being 
buried under debris following, a mine 
explosion and of losing the trench in 
a fog and being unable to get back. 


The fear which is commonly found 


is not the kind which a layman would 
expect. The soldiers do not fear in- 
jury to themselves. They are rather 
afraid of doing something wrong, a 
fear of an emergency in which, one 
may fail or lose the confidence of his- 
comrades. In one instance the patient 
was afraid'to go to sleep for fear he- 
would not awake. One man -who/Had 


tho men there. 
With this last pur- 


pose in view I entered the wood to 
descend the hill, but had hardly done 
so when I caught sight oC you iu the 
UIOOQlight, and remained there hidden, 
watching your moverueiits with hor- 
ror. 
I saw you go straight to the 


body, assure yourself the man was 
dead; then return to the Mission house 
and enter your room by way of the 
kitchen roof. 
Do you realize what 


your actions naturally meant to me?"

GIVES IDEAS FOR BEGINNERS 


Swimming Being Taught by Two 


Strikingly Different Methods. 


Madison, Wis., Aug. 8.—Swim- 


ming is being taught by two strik- 
ingly different methods by the two 
water coaches who have charge of 
the swimming classes at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin this summer. 
While each coach is entirely devoted 
to his individual method, both are 
teaching swmming to large classes 
of summer students with almost 100 
per cent success. Both methods con- 
tain good ideas for beginners. 


Coach Harry H. Hlndman, who is 


giving instructions to 193 women 
enrolled in his swiming clas'ses, bases 
his method on the theory that the 
dog paddle should be the first stroke 
taught. 
Coach 
J. 
C. 
Steinauer, 


physical instructor for men during 
the regular session, is teaching about 
]00 beginners by means of the breast 
stroke. 


The dog padd'le is taught first by 


Coach Hindman, who gives his les- 
son in the gymnasiuin tank, because 
the instinct of every person who en- 
ters the water is to clutch for help, 
and the dog paddle most closely re- 
sembles the clutching movement. To 
reduce the fear of beginners, he 
teaches them to float on the face with 
hands out and recommends the use 
of water wings while the stroke is 
being learned. 


As the beginner becomes confident 


with the dog paddle stroke, the 
coach teaches the scissors kick while 
the swimmer clings to the side of the 
tank. 
Little by 'little, as confidence 


conies, other strokes related to the 
dog paddle are added—first the side 
under arm, then the single over arm, 
then the trudgeon, trudgeon crawl, 
and six-beat kick. 


The breast stroke is not used at 


all in his teaching as he thinks that 
it hinders the swimmer's progress. 
His method is based on the instruc- 
tion theory used by George H. Kor- 
san, 
well known swimming teacher 


and head of the international com- 
mittee of the W. M. C. A. 


,The breast stroke is the basis of 


Coach Steinauer's method, however, 
as he believes the dog paddle is use- 
ful only with children. 
He trains 


his students in Lake Mendota, and 
undertakes to teach a person how 
to .swim in six lessons. 
Mr. Stein- 


auer's method is based on and used 
by the swimmer who won the world's 
championship at the world's 
fair 


and so far this summer al'l his stu- 
dents have learned to swim. 


The arm and leg motions of the 


breast stroke are learned by his stu- 
dents while they lie flat on stretch- 
ers in the boat house. 
Then sus- 


pends them by a pulley in the lake 
and lets them try the motions in the 
water. 
Finally he lets them out on 


the end of a rope, and tells them to 
swim. 
Between lessons, the stu- 


dents are required to practice the 
stroke at home for an hour and a 
half. 


WHO PAYS THE FIRE TAX?

Although these figures seem large, 


they make no allowance for loss due 
to interruption of business, loss of 
life and limb or many other things. 
Thet will also be found typical of the 
statistics for same items in subse- 
quent years. 


All know, that the taxpayers pay 


for the waterworks an dfor the fire 
department equipment and mainten- 
ance, and that as buildings and other 
taxable property are destroyed the 
rest of the property must pay a 
higher rate of tax for the time be- 
ing, but the erroneous impression 
still prevails that insurance com- 
panies pay for fire losses. 


This foolishly assumes, that the 


insurance companies are alchemists 
manufacturing gold and distributing 
it gratuitously to unfortunate losers 
by 
fire. 
' 


In stead of this they really col; 


lected for the year 1907 about 215 
million dollars for fire losses and 145 
million dollars more for expenses1 of 
doing business. 
The companies are 


collectors and distributors and the 
public pays them'for their work and 
investment by the way of insuranci 
premiums. 


In one year the public paid nearl; 


half a billion dollars for fire losse 
and expenses. This included man; 
crooked fire losses and more of them 
due to almost criminal carelessness, 
as well as the honest, non-prevent- 
able losses. 


Even the man who "carries his 


own risk" does not escape paying in- 
surance, though in an indirect and 
more concealed manner. 


The producer of, and the dealer in 


raw materials, the manufacturer, the 
jobber and wholesaler and the re- 
tailer all carry insurance, and the 
premiums paid are added to the price 
of the products each has to sell, the 
same as any other legitimate busi- 
ness expense. Thus the purchaser of 
a hat, a pair of shoes, a suit of 
clothes, a piece of furniture or any- 
thing else pays not only one but sev- 
eral items of insurance. 


Every community pays for every 


act of the incendiary and every, one 
of the many acts of the careless^ and 
these needless losses mean a higher 
rate of insurance. 


When the community fully real- 


izes these facts, it will help to con- 
vict and mete out proper punishment 
to the "firebugs," waste no sympathy 
on the criminally careless, and will 
further aid the state fire marshal and 
the local fire department in their 
fire prevention work, whose sole aim 
practically is the reduction of fire 
losses' and insurance rates. 


The summary of it all is, that in- 


surance is a tax which the public 
pays, and the magnitude of such tax- 
levy depends largely upon the wiling- 
ness of ecah individual "to sweep be- 
fore his own door."

GIVES IDEAS FOR BEGINNERS 


Swimming Being Taught by Two 


Strikingly Different Methods. 


Madison, Wis., Aug. 
8.—Swim- 


ming IK being taught by two strik- 
ingly different methods by the two 
water coaches who have charge of 
the swimming classes at 
the Uni- 


versity of Wisconsin 
this summer. 


While each coach is entirely devoted 
to his individual method, both are 
teaching swmming to large classes 
of summer students with almost 300 
per cent success. Both methods con- 
lain good ideas for beginners. 


Coach Harry H. Hindman, who is 


giving instructions 
to 193 women 


enrolled in his swiming classes, bases 
his method on the theory that the 
dog paddle should be the first stroke 
taught. 
Coach 
J. 
C. 
Steinauer, 


physical instructor for men during 
the regular session, is teaching about 
3 00 beginners by means of the breast 
stroke 
The dog padd'ie is taught first by 


Coach Hindman, who gives his les- 
son in the gymnasium tank, because 
the instinct of every person who en- 
ters the water is to clutch for help, 
and the dog paddle most closely re- 
sembles the clutching movement. To 
reduce the lear of .beginners, he 
teaches them to float on the face with 
hands out and recommends the use 
of water wings while the stroke is 
being learned. 
As the beginner becomes confident 


with the 
dog paddle stroke, the 


coach teaches the scissors kick while 
the swimmer clings to the side of the 
tank. 
Little by 'little, as confidence 


conies, other strokes related to the 
do" paddle are added—first the side 
under arm, then the single over arm, 
then the trudgeon, trudgeon crawl, 
and six-beat kick. 
The hreast stroke is not used at 


all in his teaching as he thinks that 
it hinders the swimmer's progress. 
His method is based on the instruc- 
tion theory used by George H. Kor- 
san, well known swimming teacher 
and head of the international com- 
mittee of the W. M. C. A. 


,The breast stroke is the .basis of 


Coach Steinauer's method, however, 
as he believes the dog paddle is use- 
f u l only with children. He trains 
his students in Lake Mendota, and 
undertakes to teach a person how 
to .swim in six lessons. 
Mr. Stein- 


auer's method is based on and used 
by the swimmer who won the world's 
championship at 
the 
world's 
fair 


and so far this summer al'l his stu- 
dents have learned to swim. 


The arm and leg motions of the 


breast stroke are learned by his stu- 
dents while they lie flat on stretch-. 
era in the boat house. 
Then sus- 


pends them by a pulley in the lake 
and lets them try the motions in the 
water. 
Finally he lets them out on 


the end of a rope, and tells them to 
swim. 
Between lessons, the 
stu- 


dents are required to practice the 
stroke at home for an hour and a 
half.

Although these figures seem large, 


they make no allowance for loss due 
to interruption of business, Joss of 
life and limb or many other things. 
They will also be found typical of the 
statistics for same items in subse- 
quent years. 


A'll know, that the taxpayers pay 


for the waterworks an dfor the fire 
department equipment and mainten- 
ance, and that as buildings and other 
taxable property are destroyed the 
rest of the 
property must pay a 


higher rate of tax for the time he- 
ing, 
but the erroneous 
impression 


still 
prevails 
that insurance com- 


panies pay for fire losses. 


This foolishly assumes, that the 


insurance companies are alchemists 
manufacturing gold and distributing 
it gratuitously to unfortunate losers 
by fire. 


In stead of this they really coU 


'lected for the year 1907 about 215 
million dollars for fire losses and 145 
million dollars more for expenses of 
doing business. 
The companies are 


collectors and distributors and the 
public pays them-for their work and 
investment by the way of insurance, 
premiums. 
I 


In one year the public paid nearly 


half a bi'ilion dollars for fire losses 
and expenses. 
This included many 


crooked fire losses and more of them, 
due to almost criminal carelessness, 
as well as the honest, non-prevent- 
able losses. 


Even the man who "carries his 


own risk" does not escape paying in- 
surance, though in an indirect and 
more concealed manner. 
' The producer of, and the dealer in 
raw materials, the manufacturer, the 
jobber and wholesaler and the re- 
tai'ler all carry insurance, and the 
premiums paid are added to the price 
of the products each has to sell, the 
same as any other legitimate busi- 
ness expense. Thus the purchaser of 
a hat, a pair of shoes, a suit of 
clothes, a piece of furniture or any- 
thing else pays not only one but sev- 
eral items of insurance. 


Every community pays for every 


act of the incendiary and every, one 
of the many acts of the careless; and 
these needless losses mean a higher 
rate of insurance. 


When the community fully real- 


izes these.facts, it will he'ip to con- 
vict and mete out proper punishment 
to the "firebugs," waste no sympathy 
on the criminally careless, and will 
further aid the state fire marshal and 
the local fire department in their 
fire prevention work, whose sole aim 
practically is the reduction of fire 
lossesi and insurance rates.
